German Proposals to 
Allied Reparation

representing the country’s financial

industrial interests, were sub­ 
mitted to government leaders of the 
Reichstag today for final approval. 
While no information regarding the 
propos'd agreement was forthcoming.

when German representatives meet 
the allies in Loudon on Monday they 
win suggest establishment of an in­ 
ternational syndicate for co-operation 
control of the world's raw products.
